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The  Cavalry  of  St.  (ieorj^:e 

Shortly  after  tlie  last  War.  a Xaval  Officer  of  our  acquaintance  found  himself  playinj? 
a minor  roll  in  providing  the  American  Embassy  in  Athens  with  a supply  of  ready  cash. 
In  its  inception  this  operation  didn’t  seem  to  hold  much  of  any  particular  interest.  Tlie 
sum  involved  was  a large  one,  to  be  sure.  Rut  there  is  nothing  so  impersonal  as  wads 
of  Uncle  Sam’s  money  done  up  in  mail  sacks.  The  very  quantity  of  cash  removed  it 
from  the  realms  of  day  to  day  reality.  There  were  papers  to  be  signed  in  infinite  dupli- 
cation. The  sacks,  as  the  Officer  presumed  they  would  be,  would  all  be  sealed.  The  affair 
was  only  removed  from  the  day  to  day  routine  by  the  fact  that  there  was  a trij)  to  Athens 
at  the  end  of  it  and  that  certainly  would  be  worth  the  trouble  of  signing  bis  name 
times  too  numerous  to  mention  upon  delivering  the  goods.  Things  turned  out  somewhat 
differently  and  the  Officer  had  a first  hand  experience  not  unconnected  with  Xumis- 
matics  and  Economic  History. 

Conditions  in  Creece  when  the  war  ended  were  little  short  of  chaotic.  The  economy 
of  the  country  gave  every  indication  of  wanting  to  come  to  a halt.  The  Creek  Drachma 
was  in  the  process  of  taking  a nose  dive  into  a l)ottomless  pit  that  makes  Sputnik’s  rise 
in  the  opi)osite  direction  look  like  a small  boy’s  efforts  with  one  of  those  new  S])ace 
Age  Christmas  toys.  The  Bank  of  Creece  couldn’t  keep  adding  zeros  onto  the  Bank  notes 
<iuickly  enough.  Civen  the  attitude  of  the  Accounting  Section  in  the  Department  of 
State  it  was  easy  to  understand  why  the  Embassy  gave  up  trying  to  cope  and  decided  to 
return  to  the  good  old  U.  S.  Dollar  as  a solution  to  the  problem  of  keeping  track  of 
expenses.  It  was  all  quite  reasonable.  The  Officer,  however,  had  forgotten  that  Creece 
is  a very  old  country  remarkably  close  in  many  ways  to  the  Middle  East.  Not  being  a 
(ireek  by  any  means,  he  had  not  had  much  experience,  then,  with  paper  money  that 
shrunk  overnight.  Conseciuently,  he  was  somewhat  jolted  to  find  that  Uncle  Sam’s 
Dollars  were  not  delivered  in  mail  sacks  at  all  but  in  small  wooden  boxes  neatly  done 
up  in  steel  tape,  each  one  of  which  rested  firmly  on  the  shiji’s  deck  as  if  it  belonged 
there.  This  required  a “Working  Party’’,  not  just  a couple  of  sailors  to  drag  some  bags 
down  a ladder.  The  boxes  can  be  described  as  very  heavy.  He  was  further  taken  aback, 
ui)on  reading  what  he  had  to  sign,  not  so  much  to  find  that  the  boxes  contained  gold, 
which  he  had  already  begun  to  suspect,  but  that  the  gold  wasn’t  Uncle  Sam’s  at  all. 
The  cash  for  the  American  Embassy  in  Athens  was  in  the  form  of  British  Sovereignvs, 
all  certified  to  have  on  the  Obverse  the  head  of  a male  English  Monarch  and  on  the 
Reverse  the  image  of  St.  Ceorge  and  the  Dragon.  U.  S.  Creenbacks  weren’t  good  enough 
for  the  Embassy.  Not  even  American  gold  coin  was  good  enough.  The  money  had  to  be 
in  gold  Sovereigns  and  provided  in  coins  of  a certain  specific  type.  At  first  it  all  seemed 
very  odd.  As  the  picture  unfolded  things  began  to  appear  rather  more  normal. 

The  United  States  is  a big  country.  Most  of  us  are  brought  up  in  the  belief  that 
there  is  nothing  quite  as  good  as  a Dollar  Bill,  unless  it  is  a Ten  Dollar  Bill.  The  ex- 
periences of  young  Americans  in  the  armed  forces  during  and  after  the  war  certainly 
didn’t  serve  to  change  this  conception  in  the  least.  Even  if  they  had  not  been  tempted 
to  regard  foreign  currency  as  “funny  money’’  after  struggling  with  wads  of  Lire  and 
Francs  in  assorted  sizes,  it  wouldn’t  have  taken  them  long  to  get  the  idea.  The  “natives” 
seemed  to  think  that  their  own  currency  was  something  of  a joke  and  showed  a flattering 
interest  in  our  Dollars,  a point  of  view  that  hasn’t  changed  much,  as  atiy  Tourist  can 
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testify  today  when  he  gets  home.  In  those  days  you  certainly  could  do  a lot  with  a 
Dollar.  So,  as  we  have  said,  it  was  rather  strange  that  one  of  our  own  Embassies  eni'- 
phatically  rejected  the  familiar  Greenback  and  apparently  knew  what  it  was  doing.  At 
least  the  people  most  directly  concerned  sounded  like  they  did.  Nothing  but  British 
Sovereigns  for  them.  Here  we  come  into  contact  with  Economic  History,  face  to  face, 
the  Atomic  age  notwithstanding.  In  Greece  the  most  familiar  piece  of  sound  money  had 
St.  George  and  the  Dragon  stamped  on  one  side  of  it.  Some  cynical  foreigner  probably 
a Frenchman,  years  ago  noting  the  great  popularity  of  the  Sovereign,  coined  the  de- 
scription, “Cavalry  of  St.  George”.  He  wasn’t  showing  any  dislike  of  the  coin,  far  from 
it.  He  was  alluding  to  the  then  omnipresent  financial  power  of  Britain,  and  that  he  might 
not  have  liked.  He  was  saying  that  Britain’s  first  line  of  defense  was  St.  George’s 
Cavalry -her  money.  Today  his  descendants  probably  have  equally  rude  thoughts  about 
the  American  Dollar,  but  that  is  not  quite  the  point. 

To  explain  the  popularity  of  the  Sovereign  throughout  the  world,  we  have  to  go 
back  for  a moment  into  an  unromantic  period  in  the  19th  Century.  The  period  was  not 
very  romantic  in  Europe  at  any  rate,  but  it  certainly  was  profitable.  The  machine  and 
the  Factory  were  invented  in  England  and  the  English  were  not  slow  to  take  advantage 
of  the  opportunities  to  manufacture,  export  and  make  money.  At  the  same  time,  through 
no  fault  of  their  own,  it  almost  seemed,  they  found  themselves  with  an  Empire.  As  the 
Century  progressed,  the  red  spots  on  the  globe  grew  in  size.  In  those  days  red  was  the 
color  used  to  denote  British  Possessions  on  maps.  The  color  was  quite  without  the 
special  meaning  it  has  since  acquired.  It  is  not  the  place  here  to  argue  whether  political 
control  took  place  after  economic  penetration  or  the  other  way  around.  But  as  the 
Empire  grew,  British  trade  grew.  Banks  followed  the  exports.  Where  there  were  Banks, 
the  gold  Sovereign  became  familiar.  England  became  Great  Britain  and  found  herself 
“Top  Nation”.  A major  part  of  the  world  came  to  regard  her  gold  coin  as  the  best  and 
the  soundest.  It  was  of  honest  weight  and  fineness.  That  is,  most  of  the  World  did 
except  the  United  States.  During  the  same  period,  Americans  were  entirely  occupied  with 
themselves.  The  West  had  to  be  opened  up.  There  were  uncooperative  obstacles  like 
the  red  Indians,  who  for  some  reason  didn’t  like  the  West  being  opened  by  white  men. 
They  objected,  and  a very  romantic  time  was  had  by  all  Americans,  except  the  red  ones. 
While  the  foundations  for  our  economic  future  were  being  laid,  the  “Cavalry  of  St.  George” 
reigned  supreme,  even  though  the  average  American  had  never  heard  of  a Sovereign. 
The  reputation  the  coin  acquired  in  the  19th  Century  still  carries  over  into  our  own  day, 
particularly  among  those  peoples  not  urbanized  or  living  in  a highly  complex  industrial 
civilization.  This  still  includes  a greater  part  of  the  world.  So  our  Embassy  in  Athens, 
when  it  needed  cash  asked  for,  and  got,  English  gold  Sovereigns.  The  Greeks  were 
used  to  them  and  they  were  not  too  used  to  paper  money,  even  American  Dollars, 

So  much  for  the  economic  background.  Now  it  is  time  to  consider  the  coin  itself, 
and  its  design.  When  England  took  a very  necessary  currency  reform  in  hand  after  the 
Napoleonic  Wars,  it  was  decided  to  abandon  the  gold  Guinea,  worth  an  awkward  21 
Shillings,  and  create  a new  coin  worth  exactly  20  Shillings,  or  one  Pound  Sterling.  This 
coin  was  to  be  named  a “Sovereign’’,  much  as  the  official  name  of  the  United  States 
Ten  Dollar  gold  piece  is  “Eagle”.  Once  the  legislation  had  been  passed,  the  Mint  Of- 
ficials in  London  were  considering  the  question  of  a design  for  the  coin.  At  this  point. 
Sir  Joseph  Banks,  a prominent  Scientist  and  antiquarian,  introduced  an  Italian  gem 
engraver,  Benedetto  Pistrucci,  to  William  Wellesley  Pole,  the  Master  of  the  Mint. 
Pistrucci,  the  son  of  a Roman  Judge,  and  himself  an  enthusiastic  refugee  from  the 
family  attempts  to  make  a lawyer  out  of  him,  had  shown  a superb  talent  for  the  en- 
graving of  cameos  on  hard  stone.  Some  of  his  works  were  so  good  that,  through  no  fault 
of  his  own,  they  passed  for  genuine  Roman  antiquities.  He  had  come  to  England  in  1814. 
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He  found  favor  as  an  artist  and  was  given  well  paid  commissions  by  several  prominent 
Englishmen.  At  the  time  he  was  introduced  to  the  Master  of  the  Mint,  he  was  working 
on  a figure  of  St,  George  on  horseback,  slaying  his  antagonist,  a dragon,  to  be  used  as 
a Badge  of  the  Order  of  the  (iarter  by  Lord  Spencer.  When  Wellesley  Pole  asked  for 
ideas  for  designs  for  the  new  coinage,  Pistrucci  suggested  the  St.  George  for  the  Pound 
and  the  Five  Shilling  pieces.  His  suggestion  was  accepted.  Shortly  thereafter,  he  was  ap- 
pointed Chief  Afedallist  at  the  Mint  and  cut  the  dies  in  steel  for  the  Sovereign  and  the 
Crown,  in  addition  to  several  other  denominations.  This  original  St.  George  was  dif- 
ferent from  the  one  that  has  become  familiar  in  that  it  was  surrounded  by  a Garter. 
The  coin  was  issued  in  1817.  The  Director  of  the  French  mint  called  it,  “The  handsomest 
coin  in  Europe.” 

Wdien  George  III  died  in  1820,  Pistrucci  was  engaged  to  cut  dies  for  the  coinage  of 
George  IV.  He  modified  his  St.  George,  enlarging  the  design  and  removing  the  Garter. 
This  design  was  used  on  the  Sovereign,  and  the  Double  Sovereign  of  182vC  The  latter 
coin  is  illustrated  on  the  cover  of  this  list.  There  was  one  minor  variation  in  the  two 
coins.  The  St.  George  on  the  larger  piece  had  a i)lume  flowing  back  from  the  helmet, 
while  the  smaller  did  not.  So  far,  Pistrucci  had  been  both  lucky  and  successful.  There  had 
been  opposition  to  his  employment  in  the  Mint  because  he  was  a foreigner,  but  his 
artistry  was  so  superb  that  no  amount  of  opposition  was  able  to  stop  his  progress.  He 
suffered  a severe  setback  from  a totally  unexpected  and  nonprofessional  source.  King 
George  IV  took  a strong  dislike  to  Pistrucci’s  rendering  of  the  Royal  head  in  i)rofile. 
It  was  a little  too  realistic,  for  the  King’s  taste,  George  I\^  had  long  lost  his  youthful 
charm  and  features,  but  he  didn’t  like  that  fact  being  so  publich^  advertised.  W’hen 
Pistrucci  was  asked  to  copy  the  head  of  a flattering  bust  of  the  King  by  Sir  l^^rancis 
Chantry,  he  refused  to  do  so.  This  finished  his  active  connection  with  the  British  coinage, 
for  although  he  was  allowed  to  keep  his  “place”,  he  was  given  no  more  coin  work  to  do. 

In  1825  the  coinage  was  redesigned  and  St.  George  disappeared  from  the  Sovereign 
until  1871  when  it  was  reintroduced  with  a slightly  modified,  but  still  girlish  head  of 
the  then  rather  matronly  Queen  Victoria.  The  design  used  was  that  of  the  Sovereign 
of  1821,  without  the  plume  behind  the  helmet,  h'rom  that  date  onward  it  was  retained  as 
the  reverse  design  for  all  the  gold  coins  struck  in  England.  With  the  change  of  design 
in  connection  with  Queen  Victoria’s  Jubilee  in  1887,  the  plume  was  added  again,  as  it 
had  been  on  the  Two  Pound  piece  of  1823.  The  figure  has  remained  unchanged  since. 

The  Sovereign,  in  spite  of  its  long  history,  is  still  with  us  today  with  certain  curious 
variations.  Owing  to  W’orld  War  I,  none  were  struck  after  1915  and  1925  in  England, 
although  there  were  issues  for  the  Imperial  Mints  in  Canada,  India,  Australia  and  South 
Africa.  There  was  a short  coinage  in  London  in  1925,  the  year  Winston  Churchill,  as 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer,  brought  England  hack  onto  the  Gold  Standard,  with  the 
Pound  at  full  value,  but  none  were  issued  to  the  public.  Under  the  impact  of  the  De- 
pression, England  was  forced  off  the  Gold  Standard  in  1931  and  the  value  of  the  Pound 
declined  from  the  traditional  $4.8t)  in  pre-Roosevelt  Dollars.  This  decline  did  not,  how- 
ever, affect  the  actual  value  of  the  Sovereign.  All  that  ha])pened  was  that  the  coin 
ceased  being  a Pound  Sterling.  English  gold  coins  never,  in  recent  times,  had  the  value 
marked  on  them  in  any  case.  The  coin  simply  became  worth  as  much  more  than  a 
Pound  as  the  gold  content  indicated.  Proofs  were  struck  for  the  Coronation  of  (ieorge 
VI  in  1937.  With  the  coming  of  World  War  II  everybody  assumed  that  there  never 
would  be  another  gold  Sovereign  coined.  The  Pound  was  forced  into  a further  decline 
and  Britain  could  hardly  afford  the  luxury  of  a gold  coinage,  or  at  least  so  it  seemed. 
In  any  case  there  were  plenty  of  Sovereigns  floating  around..  The  earlier  coinages  had 
been  i)lentiful  and  the  Sovereign  could  hardly  he  called  a rare  Numismatic  item  in  its 
more  modern  forms. 
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As  things  turned  out,  mourning  for  the  demise  of  the  Sovereign  was  premature.  W'ith 
most  countries  no  longer  striking  gold,  a world  shortage  of  gold  coin  developed.  There 
always  have  been  those  who  want  a nest  egg  in  gold.  Few  of  these  saving  citizens  are 
in  a position  to  buy  a gold  bar.  A gold  coin  is  convenient  and  of  known  value,  particularly 
if  it  is  the  product  of  a Government  of  recognized  financial  probity  like  those  of  Kngland, 
France,  Switzerland  and  the  United  States.  The  W'orld  demand  for  gold  created  a pre- 
mium on  all  gold  coin  above  and  beyond  the  actual  gold  value.  When  things  settled  down 
a bit  after  the  War,  some  shrewd  business  mind  noted  these  facts  and  gave  hirth  to  an 
original  idea.  The  Sovereign  was  popular  and  accepted.  It  was  no  longer,  apparently, 
part  of  the  official  British  Currency.  Bulk  gold  sold  cheaper  than  coined  gold.  All  one 
had  to  do  was  make  gold  Sovereigns  from  bulk  gold  and  sell  them  at  a nice  profit.  So 
far  this  business  mind  was  in  tune  with  the  early  Connecticut  Yankee  who  thought  of 
making  wooden  nutmegs  and  selling  them  as  genuine.  But  there  was  a difference.  The 
nutmeg  was  not  a nutmeg,  but  wood.  The  coin  conceived  by  this  genius  was  not  to  be  a 
Sovereign  either,  but  it  would  look  like  a Sovereign  and  contain  a full  quota  of  good  gold 
just  like  the  ones  that  had  been  made  in  London.  As  things  turned  out,  some  of  them 
were  even  heavier.  Quite  plainly  the  inventor  did  not  come  from  Connecticut.  Ivlodern 
technology  enabled  him  to  create  a Sovereign  that  looked  so  much  like  the  real  thing 
that  Britannia  herself  could  hardly  tell  her  own  children  from  the  new  ones.  It  was  a 
nice  business  while  it  lasted. 

In  due  course  the  British  Government  took  notice  of  the  interesting  new  Sovereigns 
made  on  the  Continent  and  objected.  The  inventor  was  sued  in  Swiss  and  Italian  Courts 
and  he  won  the  case,  in  spite  of  the  British  Government.  His  argument  was  that  the 
coin  wasn’t  a part  of  the  official  British  currency,  therefore  he  could  not  be  accused  of 
counterfeiting  or  imitating  beyond  the  Law.  After  all,  he  was  giving  good  value  for  the 
money.  If  people  wanted  to  buy  his  product  at  a nice  fat  price,  was  he  to  blame?  The 
British  Government  was  most  embarrassed.  It  seemed  that  in  1951  they  had  decided  to 
make  another  short  coinage  of  gold  in  the  Royal  Mint  in  London  in  order  that  the  Mint 
workers  might  not  lose  the  technique.  For  some  strange  reason,  the  dies  of  1925  were 
used  with  the  head  of  George  V,  not  the  head  of  the  reigning  King  George  VI,  or  the 
date  1951.  The  tortured  logic  behind  this  move  can  only  be  explained  by  the  fact  that 
it  was  English.  In  addition  it  was  not  very  bright.  Numismatists  objected  and  they 
were  only  voices  crying  aloud  in  the  wilderness.  Now  the  authorities  had  reason  to 
regret  their  bumbling  lack  of  imagination.  The  Courts  could  not  help  commenting  that 
Britain  herself  had  imitated  her  own  coins  and  therefore  could  hardly  blame  someone 
else  for  doing  the  same  thing.  The  end  of  the  affair  was  fortunate.  The  British 
Government  decided  once  again  to  issue  the  Sovereign  in  self  defence.  While  a handful 
of  Proofs  had  been  coined  as  commemorative  pieces  in  1953,  none  had  been  struck  as 
money.  The  Sovereigns  of  Queen  Elizabeth  II,  were  first  issued  in  1957  and  have  again 
been  issued  in  1958.  They  are  sold  at  a premium  too.  But  they  are  the  real  thing. 

For  the  convenience  of  the  Collector,  a list  of  British  Gold  Coins  follows  that 
includes  some  nice  examples  of  Sovereigns,  including  the  first  ones  struck  from  the  dies 
cut  by  Pistrucci.  It  does  not  need  the  eye  of  a specialist  to  see  that  the  early  coins  are 
sharply  and  more  cleanly  struck  than  the  later  ones.  This  difference  can  partly  be  ex- 
plained by  the  means  used  to  copy  coin  dies  in  any  important  Mint  today,  and  partly  by 
the  modern  and  “efficient”  mint  machinery  that  makes  coins  so  fast  it  is  a wonder  they 
have  any  design  at  all.  But  a comparison  between  a Sovereign  of  Queen  Elizabeth  II  and 
one  of  her  Grandfather,  King  George  V,  will  show,  however,  that  it  is  by  far  the  better 
piece,  technically  speaking.  It  has  simply  been  more  carefully  made.  The  Reverse  de- 
sign is  still  that  of  Pistrucci  and  his  initials,  “B.  P.”,  can  be  seen  below  the  ground  that 
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bears  the  prancing  horse.  Tlie  “Cavalry  of  St.  George”  are  still  with  ns  and  it  is  rather 
pleasant  to  find  it  so. 


NAMES  OF  DOLLAR  SIZED  COINS 

In  response  to  our  suggestion  that  Collectors  make  comments  on  the  name  list  of 
Dollar  Sized  Coins  i)uhlished  in  our  issue  #15,  we  received  a letter  from  a correspondent 
in  Sweden.  W'e  found  the  letter  itself  so  interesting  that  we  are  printing  it  in  its  entirety. 
\\’e  can  say  that  the  writer  is  a distinguished  Swedish  Numismatist. 

Dear  Sirs, 

Wdth  reference  to  your  Fixed  Price  List  No.  15,  Octoher-Novemher,  1958  it  is  true 
that  RIIvSDAT.LR  is  the  usual  Swedish  “name  of  a dollar  sized  coin”.  The  wor  d Riks- 
daler  is,  of  course,  the  same  word  as  the  original  German  word  Reichsthaler,  hut  pro- 
nounced in  our  Nordic  way. 

Put  it  should  he  mentioned  that  Riksdaler  is  not  the  original  Swedish  name.  Coins 
of  Reichsthaler  size  were  struck  in  Sweden  for  the  first  time  in  15vI4.  They  were  called 
Dalcr.  They  were  intended  for  foreign  trade.  In  about  R)()4,  however,  Daler  hccame  the 
name  of  a coin  intended  for  circulation  in  Sweden  only,  and  to  avoid  confusion  with 
these  new  coins  the  old  coins  were  called  Riksdaler,  ad  even  Riksdaler  specie. 

The  coins  themselves  did  not,  originally,  show  any  name  or  denomination,  either 
Daler  or  Riksdaler.  It  was  not  until  1767  that  the  word  Riksdaler  appeared  on  a coin, 
and  then  only  in  an  ahh.reviated  form  as  RD. 

During  the  six  years  1770-1775  the  denomination  of  this  coin  was  .given  as:  3.  D. 
S.  M.,  meaning  3 Daler  silvermynt,  which  for  this  reason  should  he  added  to  your  list 
as  a Swedish  “name  of  a dollar  sized  coin”. 

In  1775  a doul)le  denomination  was  introduced,  reading:  I.  RD.-9.  D.  S.  M.,  meaning 
1 Riksdaler  equal  to  3 Daler  silvermynt. 

During  the  year  1779-1829  the  denomination  was  again  given  as  I.  RD.  only. 

In  1831  the  expression  Riksdaler  specie  appeared  for  the  first  tiem  on  a coin,  though 
in  an  ahl)reviated  form  as  I.  R.  SP.  Riksdaler  specie  should  therefore  he  added  to  your 
list. 

In  1855  a double  denomination  was  introduced,  reading,  I.  RD.  SPhX'.-4  RD.  RIKSM. 
and  from  1861  until  the  coin  ceased  to  he  struck  in  1871  the  denomination  read:  4 RD. 
RIKSM.,  meaning  4 Riksdaler  riksmynt-a  further  addition  to  your  list. 

It  should  also  he  mentioned  that  multiples  of  Riksdaler  have  been  issued. 

As  to  the  expression  SPECIES  DALER,  said  in  your  list  to  have  been  used  in  the 
“Scandinavian  States’’,  it  has  never  been  used  in  Sweden.  In  Swedish  texts  you  will 
sometimes  find  the  expression  Specieriksdaler,  hut  not  as  a denomination  on  a coin. 

There  are  other  Swedish  coins  that  may  interest  a collector  of  “dollar  sized  coins”. 
You  mention  one  of  them,  viz.  the  5 KRONOR  coin.  Please  note  that  it  must  he 
KRONOR,  out  KRONER.  In  Swedish  it  is  Krona,  plural  Kronor,  hut  in  Norwegian  and 
Danish  it  is  Krone,  plural  Kroner. 

But  as  you  mention  the  Danish  8-  and  4-mark-pieces,  it  should  be  mentioned  that 
there  are  Swedish  coins  of  the  same  denominations,  also  6 marks  and  even  20  marks. 
(The  weight  of  a 20-mark-piece  was  about  100  grammes.)  A 4-mark-piece  was  col- 
loquially called  a “double  carolin”,  a 2-mark-piece  being  called  a “carolin”.  A 8-mark- 
piece  was  called  either  DUKATON  or  a “quadruple  Caroline’’.
